That 
the other Membersf of the Empire thew nojFor-, 
; wardnefs ro fecond the good Inrentions. of the Di- 
_ rectors of the Circle of Swabia ; which is clear, in 
_ tat after fo many reiteratedRemonftrances deliver’d 
_ both Vive Vece and in writing they cannot yet ,ob- 
, ain any effectual Affiftance: That the Enemy is to

’ That the Circle of Swabia has already. exerted it felf

Be , Maeftricht,’ May 
‘T HE French having match’d all Night; came 
: in Sight of our Camp and this Town on che 
* 14th in the Morning, they expected (‘tis ae 
* either to have furpriz’d us in the Night, or at 
* to have found us unprepar’d to receive them; Se 
* as to have niga the Foot to retire into the 
* Works, the Horfe to pafs the Maes, and to have 
gain'd an Opportunity of Bombarding the Town * 
* Burt on the contrary they found every Thing ready 
* to receive them; The Army difpos'd by Monfieur 
* Auverquerque in admirable Order, the Right ex- 
* tending to a narrow Defile which the Left of the 
* French Army muft have pa(s’d, and where the 
* muft have been flank’d by our Artillery planted fo 
* as to {weep them on their Advance; Our Hi 
‘ indeed on the Right ftood expos’d to their Cannon 
‘ if they had any, but our Foot had a natural Re- 
*trenchment of a little Hill to cover them, from 
* whence they could have ply’d the Enemies Infantry. 
‘ warmly, if they had peep’d ont of the low Grounds 
‘ where they ftood all Day ; Our Left extended in a 
* Plain’ within lefs than a Mile of this Town, and 
* faced the Enemies Right, feveral Squadrons of 
* which appear’d on a Hill that overlook’d both our 
* Army and the Town. About Noon we mounted 
‘ fome Guns on a Battery that could reach thofe Hills, 
* there I took my Poft and was Witnefs of the firft 
* Punifhment of the Enemies Infolence, one of our 
* Balls {wep’t through a Squadron and put them into 
* Diforder ; we hear fince that the Prieft of the Re- 
and fome others dropr by it: About the 
* dame time another Ball kill'd another Prieft and 7 
‘ Men on the Left,and their Generals being advanc’d? 
‘ so take a View of us a Ball flew amongthem, our 
* People did not fee any Body drop, but found a fine 
Englith Horfe lam’d , which they fancy belong’d ta 
‘the Duke of Berwick. Well, thus the 2 Armies 
* ftood, looking upon one another all Day , without 
‘ coming to Blows. I believe the Englith had frigh- 
‘ ten’d them in the Morning with their Huzzaes, for 
‘ a Rumonr either induftrioufly or undefignedly and 
¢ unaccountably was fpread that Bonn was taken,up- 
on 
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‘ on.which out Men immediately fer up a Shout, 
* threw up their Hats, and could hardly be 
* withheld from running on the Enemy. -One would 
* imagine what I have written is the Prelude to a 
« Battle ; but now Pam juft come to,it the Story is 
* ended, for the French retir’d in the Evening, 
« we encamp’d agen. They were computed at 
* 55000 ftrong, and we were 40000, bur all eager 


of AGtion and contemning theFrench. We know not 


« yet what the further Defign of the French is, for 
« inftead of marching towards Liege or Mafeyck, 
« they are retir'd towards Tongres ; I fuppofe to re- 
« frefh their Men, who were terribly harras'd by a 
‘ ward March in bad Weather, and continuing all 
© Day! under tliein Arms ; We take this to have 
“ been Beufflers’s Plet (tho’ both Marfhals were inthe 
‘Army, of whom ’tis‘faid He Beftroys more 
Men- by great Marches: than’ others by their 
* Fighting. ‘The next’ Day we receiv’d a certain Ac- 
~¢ount of Bon’s being taken, bur no Particulars, ex- 
* cept that it was in‘thée Afternoon of the fame Day, 
“on which it’ was given out in our Army to be 
May: 8. We have: now a large Fleet 
of Taden’Veffels, great and fmall, ready to put to Sea, 
but there-is few Mafters that are willing to fail with- 
out-Con which is-greatly defir’d.
